Since Suisun lost the county seat of 
Solano county, a movement has been 
made for the division of the county, 
anda bill will he introduced in the 
Legislature soon. 
The Executive Committee of the 
California State Grange are in session 
in Sacramento, and 
will 
remain 
there for some time perfecting bills 
which they propose having made in­ 
to laws. 
There has beenja greuter area of grain 
dry sow’n in Sonoma county than ever 
before known. That put in previous 
to the lute rains is now up and looks 
well. Dry sowing is as profitable as 
summer fallowing. 
L. G. Lewis, recently of the Alpine 
Miner, 
in Monitor, Alpine county, will 
begin the publication of a weekly 
newspaper at Grass Valley on the 1st 
of January. It will he a forty-eight 
column paper. 
Nothing but economy, retrenchment 
and reform go down with the present 
legislature. In both Houses resolu­ 
tions have been passed directing the 
Secretary of State to keep an account 
of the stationery supplied to each As­ 
semblyman or Senator, and in the As­ 
sembly yesterday n resolution instruct­ 
ing the Sergeant-at-arms to supply the 
reporters with stationery was nega­ 
tived by 49 to 29. Subsequently, how­ 
ever, a motion was agreed to allowing 
phonographic rejiorters stationery to 
the amount of $25, and other corres­ 
pondents a ream of foolscap. It was 
stated by Mr. Freeman that the sta­ 
tionery supplied to the Assembly dur­ 
ing the last Legislature cost the State 
$9,537 37, or an average of $119 22 
each. 
Both branches of the Legislature ad- 
t 
ourned from Friday till Monday, and 
iy some unaccountable, incomprehen­ 
sible oversight,.neither house made ar­ 
rangements to draw their per diem 
previous to adjournment. Such abne­ 
gation of self is not common, and if 
this same principle is but a character­ 
istic of the entire proceedings of tho 
session, the result of the current 120 
days, so far as the Interests of the peo­ 
ple are concerned, will lie a marked 
one lu the legislative annals of the 
State.

Th* Senatorial Question. 


Governor Booth stands to-day the 
leading figure in the popular move­ 
ment. W hatever doubts there may 
have been about his statesmanship, 
his Platt’s Hall speech dispelled them . 
Hla bold and vigorous speeches during 
the whole campaign were a succession 
of triumphs In what seemed to old pol­ 
iticians a desperato cause. He gave 
form and shape to the People’s reform 
movement, which led to the triumph 
of McKinstry. H e had a conscious 
regard for the public welfare that in­ 
clined him to break his party chains 
for the public good. His resolute will 
and high purpose carried him to the 
front of the contest. His logic con­ 
vinced and his eloquence captivated 
the people. He created, organized and 
led. He went to the people with a 
sincere open heart. He was earnest 
in their cause and pointed out the rem ­ 
edy for their wrongs. They believe 
tn him, love him, bet on him, and 
swear by him. We pity the members 
who cannot recognize his status In the 
public mind. Woe to the Democrats 
and Republicans who undertake to 
barter together to defeat him. The 
people have had enough of treachery, 
of political combination and trailing 
for office. The Democrat who is not 
willing under these circumstances to 
unite on Booth for the long term and 
on an honest man of his own party for 
the short term, is weak in judgment 
o r unsound in principle. The people 
are watching this contest. The Gran­ 
gers are looking on. No factious fight, 
for a long period, with a view of post­ 
poning the election will be tolerated. 
The people are rising, speaking and 
acting in their majesty, and he who 
does not heed the people’s voice in this 
m atter bad better never return to his 
constituency, be it in what county it 
may. 
Governor Booth's recent message 
has more than ever proved high qual­ 
ifications for the high position. I t is 
a Btato paper of unsurpassed force, 
ability and clearness. 


California's share In Tariff Leg* 
Islation. 


The following is the portion of the 
Governor's message that refers to 
freights and faros, 
• 
l\*rhaps the question ol’ regulating 
the rates of railroad transportation lias 
been clouded by unnecessary difficulty. 
Railroads are public highways in pri­ 
vate ownership. In their construct ion 
they invoke the highest attribute of 
the' State’s sovereignty—the right of 
taking private property for public use. 
Their owners are common carriers 
with special privileges, if the State 
has not tlie power to regulate their 
charges, she may renounce her claims 
to sovereignty. The maximum rates 
in California—ten cents per mile lor 
passengers, and fifteen cents per ton 
freight—were fixed at a time when 
prices and profits were so much higher 
than now, it seems to belong to a dif­ 
ferent age. Practically, it is no limi­ 
tation, affording so wide a margin as 
to allow a railroad company to dis­ 
crim inate between places, between in­ 
dividuals, to reward friends and pun­ 
ish enemies, and to build up or ruin 
the business of any man that depends 
upon railroad transportation. 
This 
niaxmuiu is not in the nnture of a 
legislative contract, or vested right, 
the Constitution reserving to the Leg­ 
islature the right to alter or repeal the 
laws under which corporations are 
created. 
These things should be kept in view 
in establishing rates: There should be 
a fair compensation. Discrimination 
between individuals should lie pre­ 
vented by penalties. Discrimination 
bet ween places should be prevented by 
prohibiting a railroad from charging a 
higher price over any portion of ttie 
road than is charged for the same or a 
shorter distance of similar or heavier 
grades in any other portion. The rates 
and classifications should be published 
and posted up at all depots, as the own- 
ners of toll bridges and ferries are com­ 
pelled to post their rates; and public 
notice should be given of any contem­ 
plated change. Any express or trans­ 
portation company should be entitled 
to the same terms, for the same busi­ 
n ess, in speed, and price, as any other. 
If a fair maximum is established, 
and uniformity between individuals, 
and over distances ami grades is com­ 
pelled by penalties, the question of 
classification may bo in a great meas­ 
ure determined by the necessities of 
business. It may not prove necessary 
for the law to schedule articles in 
classes. Maximum rates can be fixed 
for as many classes as are required, 
and the companies can make and pub­ 
lish the schedules of each class. It 
easily suggests itself that the result of 
such legislation may possibly be one 
schedule, one class, and the maximum 
rate for every article transported. 
I 
do not think so. 
But if the experience 
of the ensuing two years should de­ 
monstrate that railroad companies, 
with fair opportunities to construct 
and operate a just tari if of rates of 
transportation, failing to recognize les­ 
sons already taught, and pursuing an 
established' policy of strong-handed 
defiance, have neglected or refused to

perform their duties, the next Legisla­ 
ture, exorcising the strong and un- 


We are glad to see a prospect for uni­ 
ted action in favor of a modification of 
the tariff, so far as it aft’ects our west­ 
ern Intersts, 
The tariff* as it now 
stands is a great and nnneeessary bur­ 
den upon the industry of this coast. 
Pennsylvania and New England, by 
united and untiring effort have always 
succeeded in building up and fostering 
their manufactories at the expense of 
the whole country, and it is time that 
other localities look out lor their own 
particular Interests, 
The Mississippi valley States are 
gradually waking up to the fact that 
they have been imposed upon. The 
Pacific States should be ready to act 
with them for such changes are de- j 
inanded by the common good, and 
with such an accession, the free trade j 
column will be strong enough to over­ 
come the scheming monopolists who 
. have so long laid the farmers of the 
west under contribution. And while 
our Granger friends arc so busy fight­ 
ing monopolies, it would be a good 
idea to give some attention to the 
greatest of all monopolies, a high tar­ 
iff for class protection. The tariff falls 
«n California farmers with crushing 
w eight The tax on jute and bagging 
alone abstracts a heavy sum from their 
earnings every year. Over 16,000.000 
grain bags are used in a single year, 
and the number Is increasing. Not 
only Is a tax levied on the new bags, 
but after being filled with wheat and 
exported, the old bags must again go 
through the Custom House and pay 
duty. The people of the State feel this 
burden and desire its removal. The 
only way to accomplish such a reform 
1» to follow the example of New Eng­ 
land, and work lor t he desired end in 
Mason and out of season, subordina­ 
ting all other m atters to this import- 
ohjeet, and smothering all minor quar­ 
rels. which Impair our strength and 
influence. 


doubted powers of government, can 
reach them and their operations in 
minute detail, forbid free passes, sched­ 
ule every article of freight, establish 
minimum as well as maximum rates, 
prohibit tho consolidation of compet­ 
ing lines, perm it them to own no land 
not necessary for their actual use, for­ 
bid employes to furnish supplies to 
' 
their sys- 
the corporations, regulate 
terns of accounts, and compel them by 
clear enactments to recognize their 
true position, their real obligations, 
their prescribed privileges. No

law is perfect. 
Under the operation of 
the wisest, some cases of hardship and 
inconvenience m ay occur. That is the 
best which aims at substantial justice. 
There is no local eomi*etition between 
railroads; there is but one best route 
between two points. Besides, in rail­ 
road 
capital does not compete—it 
combines. Not to compel fairness and 
uniformity by law is to tolerate the 
abuses and oppressions of arbitrary 
power. 


!Com pulsery Education. 


W h i l e the prcas is felicitating it­ 
self upon the great Improvement in 
public morals as indicated by the con­ 
viction of Tweed, would it not be well 
to call attention to the marked differ­ 
ence In the treatment of the rich man 
and the poor one, when tho law by 
•one unaccoutable blunder consigns 
them to the same prison? A starving 
and freezing wretch steals a pair of 
boots, ora morsel of food, and virtuous 
New York sends him up for twenty 
yuan’ hard labor, making 
shoes. 
Tweed plunders the public of millions 
and demoralises a whole community, 
and gets a situation as hospital order­ 
ly for twelve years, whilo Stokes, for 
wiurder, Is appointed a clerk at Sing 
Sing for four years. Verily, not only 
before the courts, but even in the eon- 
demned cell gilded rascality is at a 
premium. 


Our State Superintendent recom­ 
mends compulsory education, and 
Governor Booth while not exactly en­ 
dorsing his arguments In its favor, yet 
gives the weight of his official influ­ 
ence in its favor. In the main we like 
the ideas advanced in the Governor’s 
late Message, but the idea of compell­ 
ing the attendance of our youth at the 
public schools, however forcible the 
arguments in its favor may seem, do 
not appear to us to he consistent with 
his other professions. The Governor 
and the reformers generally seem to be 
impressed to some extent at least, with 
the great truth that we are governed 
too much. Our Government is get­ 
ting altogether too paternal, and Is 
sticking its nose into many things 
that are none of its business. The 
people are beginning to realize this. 
They want change, and instead of 
going still further, and invading even 
the sacred fpreeinets of the family, to 
carry out some utopian scheme of uni­ 
versal education, they ask that the 
State shall relax its hold upon their 
domestic affairs, and leave them some­ 
thing to attend to without Govern­ 
ment interference. 


opolv, tile latest is foreshadowed in a 
paragraph in Governor Booth’s mes­ 
sage, in which it is recommended tlint 
taxes shall only be levied on land, 
while the improvements thereon, and 
personal property are exempt. 
It is 
urgedthnt this will throw the burden 
of taxation upon the owners of unim­ 
proved lands and town lots, and com­ 
pel them to throw their possesions 
into market. The chief objection to 
this plan is that it violates the plain, 
iionest principle of equality before the 
law. All property being entitled to 
equal protection should bear an equal 
proportion of the burden of taxation, 
and any plan by which a certain class 
of property is made to pay more than 
its legitim ate share, is simply dis­ 
guised confiscation. 
There can be 
little doubt that the unimproved lands 
of the State, have in many instances, 
escaped paying their fair share of the 
taxes, by reason of under-valuation, 
and woúld-be reformers would show 
more wisdom in striving for the reme­ 
dies within their reaeli and withal 
strictly just, than by seeking to over­ 
turn the whole system of taxation. If 
all the property in the State were as­ 
sessed at a fair cash value in the mar­ 
ket, taxes would not only be equally 
apportioned, but incidentally, the di­ 
vision and sale of our Inrge landed es­ 
tates would be encouraged. 
If indeed confiscation in any form is 
to be practised, lot us go at it boldly, 
and after prohibiting any one person 
from holding more than say <>40 acres 
of land, condemn to the public use all 
in excess of this amount held by any 
one owner. 
By this means the State 
would become the owner of the sur­ 
plus land by purchase and the exercise 
of sovereignty, and no one could com­ 
plain of unequal taxation, or confisca­ 
tion. 
It is generally conceded that no 
individual litis the right to monopo­ 
lize the waters of tho State, and is 
water more important than land? 11 
the State has the right to restrict the 
quantity of water that an individual 
shall appropriate to his exclusive use, 
why has it not the same right to lim it 
the area of land that he shall absorb? 
Possibly the people of the 8tnte are 
not ready for such n rndicnl change In 
the policy that has obtained of allow­ 
ing every one to grab all th at lie can, 
but we are sure th at very few will ob­ 
ject to a just and equitable valuation 
of all property, and a thorough system 
of taxation that will not allow nny 
sjiecies of wealth to escape its just 
share of fhc expenses of the tétate. 


T h e .Ifto proposes to demolish the 
Grangers by having tho Republican 
party grant them all they ask for, and 
thinks that this plan,by leaving them 
nothing to stand on, will effeclually 
dispose of the new party. B ut what 
will become of the Republicans if they 
follow the Alta's advioe? That party 
is essentially a monopolist’s party,and 
if it should yield to all the demands of 
the reformers, there would be nothing 
for it to do but curl lip and die.

H o tel E x travagance.—'The Chic­ 
ago Tribune remarks: The fact is that 
the flrst-class hotels of the day are 
forced to keep one servant for every 
nuest they entertain. We have nser- ¡ 
lained that the lowest number of ser- 
rants kept by the Pacific Hotel in tlds 
city at any time since it opened was 
373, and the highest number 325. Dur­ 
ing this time the average number of ' 
guests lias been 310 persons, so that 
there is required an average of more 
than one servant to every guest. The 
same proportion holds in the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, the St. Nicholas, the 
new Windsor, and all the other first- 
class hotels in New York city. The 
item, along with the others detailed in 
the former article, shows that it íh not 
the hotel-keepers, but the extravagant 
demands of the people, which render 
the high prices necessary. The fact is 
that the low-priced hotels make 
money more rapidly than the grand 
hotels. 
We know of an instance of 
comparison in the ante-fire times. A 
second-class house was opened, with 
an investment of $8,000, and charges 
of $2 50 a day. In ten years its profits 
had been $150,000, or nearly 100 per 
cent, a vear on the capital. A first- 
class hotel which had been furnished 
at a cost of $120,000, made $500,000 in 
ten years, or less than 50 per cent, of 
the capital invested. The difference 
is still greater now when the extravu- 
gant tastes of those who patronize the 
flrst-class hotels have increased. There 
must be a change, nevertheless. The 
Hherman House in this city has re­ 
verted to the owners who will conduct 
it. The Tremont House found no 
takers among hotel men, and will be 
run by the Couch estate. Still others 
of the large and gorgeous houses of the 
city will l)o affected in one way or 
another. The American people, in 
one word, miwt cultivate simple tastes 
in hotel life as well as elsewhere. 
As an indicntlon of what we might 
pect if woman's-righters gained the 
icendeney they seek we are told that 
mazonian children at the age of 
ree years are addicted to rum and.to- 
icco.—[World.

The rivers north, between 
here and Los Angeles, are too high for 
the passage of stages with mails. Three 
days' mails are overdue. 
The Pacific Mail steadier Senator 
arrived at daylight yesterday. She 
reported a very heavy sea outside. A 
boat was swamped at Anaheim in at­ 
tempting to reach the steamer. She 
sailed to-day for San Francisco. 
A grand celebration was had at Ju­ 
lian City over the decision In favor 
of the miners and settlers.

providing and caring for those who 
choose to accept proper discipline.

A New York Herald special from 
Paris says President Grant has de­ 
clined to accept Sickles' resignation, 
and has approved his action in the 
Virginius case. His resignation was 
based on the fact that the United 
States Government negotiated directly 
with Spain and overlooked him, and 
he claimed that the Government failed 
to protect him. 
Tho Spanish Government claims it 
is not bound to surrender the Virgin­ 
ius till December 19. 
A Herald special from Key West 
says a large storehouse for naval sup­ 
plies will be commenced immediately. 
Private advices say the lives of 
Americans in Havana are in danger. 
A number of Spanish spies are here.
